One man politely requests the public 
to t-ome t<> hia store and search throughout his pholvos and case's 
to find what it wants and ought to buy.

"Each headline in a properly ^ imlcd .»d. i* an index to the body 


oi' the ad. and commands the attention of those needing the goods 
named therein. A headline like 'What We Offer' is oo general and 
meaningless as to lead few people to read further, even from cari- 
ofity. The illustrations of all «ooil ad^ arc striking and artistic and 
correctly picture the articles described. They tell at a glance what 
the ad. treats of. Ad. cuts are oflen ridiculous, offensive to good 
lastc and clisect no attention to the contents of the acl.
